Outstanding Feature Termed 
Progress Being Made

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—"Al- 
together, forces in motion both at 
home and abroad mark ~solid 
progress toward peace and toward 
prosperity for the coming year,” 
eaid Secretary of Commerce Hoov- 
er today in concluding «a New 
Year’s review of the economic con- 
dition of the United States and 
other nations. 

Secretary Hoover, who is famed 
for his keen insight into the body 
economic, subjects the patient to 
an exhaustive examination and 
emerges upon the waiting relatives 
and friends full of optimism.

SUNDAY, MARCH 27, 1921 

We drove from Budapest via 
Stuhlweissenburg, from where we 
sent word of our return to Steina- 


manger. A terrible windastorm was 
in progress. which stirred up so 
much dust that one could hardly 
look out of one’s eyes. After leav- 
Ing Stuhiwelssenburg our last tire 
was punctured. We had to repair 
an old one, which took much time. 
With this repaired tire we got as 
far as Varpalota, from where it 
was impossible to proceed further. 

We met Col. Von Lorx, who was 
instructing a battalion there. He 
was our host. For over a year he 
has been living in his castle of 
Varpalota with his family and is 
well satisfied with his job. 


READY TO PROCEED 

Fortunately one of our three 
autos soon arrived that had start- 
ed out from Steinamanger. It 
had fallen into a ditch en route 
and had bent the steering gear, so 
that the passengers had to have it 
straightened at the village emithy. 
The mishap had no bad conse- 
quences. Almost at the same time 
the third auto also arrived, which 
had followed us to Pest, and had 
there taken on new tires at the 
royal garage. Now we were at last 
ready to £0 on. 

Monday, MARCH 28, 1921 

The night was exceedingly cold. 
I had nothing but a thin hussar's 
summer overcoat and over it a 
black mantle belonging to the 
bishop. I froze terribly: to make 
maiters worse, the wind increased, 
and besides we suffered from lack 
of sieep. About 2 a.m. we had 
another blowout. I now left Al- 
massy's auto and took my seat in 
the one whose steering gear had 
been bent straight. It could be 
closed on the side, so that we 
had the wind merely from the 
front. Even this seemed like para- 
dise to me. We arrived at Steina- 
manger at 6:30 a.m. A second 
night without any sleep! 

Col. Lehar was up and reported 
the following to me. Horthy had 
telegraphed him: 

“Col. Baron Lehar, Szombathely. 
I ask you to try your best to trans- 

ing Karl, who is return- 
ng to Szombathely tonight, across 
the frontier this very night.” 

Magashary had also telephoned: 
“Kari has left Pest(65 to which 
Lehar had retorted: “You mean 
‘His Majesty.’ 

Benicky and Szrecsanyi had on 
Horthy’s orders been held at Haj- 
masker when on their way to me. 

In response to Horthy's tele- 
gram I wired him as follows: 

“Dear Admiral Horthy: In con- 
sideration of the changed circum- 
stances I demand your uncondi- 
tional submission to my commands. 
I am certain of what you, my 
ar faithful admiral, will decide. 


HORTHY STILL BALES 

To this Horthy replied: 

“I beg Your Majesty to withdraw 
this command. I cannot reply to 
it until the afternoon.” 

He stated further that he feared 
very much lest, in the event of his 
turning over the government, an- 
archy would ensue, or Archduke 
Joseph might come, and that then 
a catastrophe would overtake the 
country. 

At 3 p.m. Horthy sent a dis- 
patch to Count Telek!i to the effect 
that he might be willing under 
certain conditions to turn over 
the power, but that until such time 
he must keep the machinery in his 
own hands. 

Count Teleki replied after con- 
ference with me (the message was 
in English, and is given verbatim: ) 

“King thanks you for loyalty in 

case of your demission. He doesn't 
want Juseph, but Lukachich as tron 
commander of Budapest. He wants 
to give out manifesto today and to 
take the oath of the 
Teleki.” 
I was convinced that I would 
take over the government that 
same day. or the following one, 
and discussed the question of 
transportation (to Budapest) with 
Teleki. He replied: Not by auto, 
since arrangements must be made 
for a proper reception. 

With Segray a manifesto was 
now worked out, which differed 
from the origina] one only in that 
it contained a little addition, « 
reference to my love of peace.

Both advanced the same proposi- 
tion; back to Switzerland, other- 
wise there will be danger for the 
nation; but first issue a prociama- 
tion tn order to derive the great- 
possible benefit from the situ- 
ation. 

And advanced the proposal 
rather quietly, though with deroga- 
tory remarks about Horthy, while 
Bethien seemed narrow-minded 
and stiff-necked. He also stated 
that he was commissioned by Hor- 
thy to urge me to leave as soon as 
possible, not to receive anybody, 
etc., of all of which I declined to 
take cognizance. 


THREATENS CIVID WAR 

Out of the suggestions of An- 
drassy I construed the last possi- 
ble peaceful solution: I wired the 
vice-regent somewhat as follows: 


“(2.) The manifesto is good, 
but I reserve the right to make 
corrections in it. 

“(3.) Dr. Grats is to remain in 
Steinamanger.” 

Thereupon I thanked them. 

One of them raised the question 
why I was unwilling to leave the 
country, to which I replied: “ e 
cause I am too good a Hungarian. 
Thereupon I shook hands. 

Before they left they asked what 
I meant by corrections. I sent 
will disturb the main ideas.” 

SATURDAY, APRIL 2, 1921.

HIGH COST OF COFFEE 
The stronger the coffee market the 
weaker the coffee in the table boarder’s cup. 
Landladies who, with other housekeepers, 
find that they now have to pay nearly dou- 
ble what they did a year ago for the little 
brown berries, aren't going to put any more 
in the pot than is necessary. Also restau- 
rateurs here and there have begun to 
charge 10 cents instead of a nickel for a 
cup of the breakfast beverage. After a 
while, if prices keep rising, coffee is going 
to be a real luxury. 

There's a reason—not a very comforting 
one, but quite sufficient from the viewpoint 
of the coffee grower. Most of the coffee 
worth drinking now comes from Brazil, 
which, twenty to twenty-five years ago, was 
producing about 10,000,000 bags of 132 
pounds each, which quantity nearly filled 
the world’s cup. But when, in 1902, the 
production had about doubled, due to the 
fact that nearly everybody had gone to 
drinking coffee, partly because it was so 
cheap, the Brazilian growers complained 
that there was no profit In raising it. So 
the government of Brazil, which derives 70 
per cent of its revenue from coffee, prohib- 
ited the planting of new trees for a term 
of years and stored 8,500,000 bags of the 
product in warehouses, to be let out gently. 

Still the growers complained that prices 
were too low and could not be raised to a 
point that would give them fair profitsr So 
the government intervened a second time 
and retired more coffee, to be released to

was particularily offensive to Jef- 
ferson, because it interfered with 
bis political plans. Jefferson was 
the author of various measures in- 
troduced in Congress whose object 
was to curb or destroy the powers 
of the court. As the decisions of 
the court, in time, appeared to 
trench upon the rights of the slave- 
holding States the entire South ac 
cepted the Jeffersonian assault up 
on the Supreme Court. In time 
the pendulum swung to the North.

Such as Few Others Cities Enjoy

INDING canyons between green 
hillsides; oaks centuries old: 
great sycamores, gnarled into fan- 
tastic shapes; a bridle path now 


in the shade of evergreen foliage to break 


again upon a grassy meadow-land; a good 
horse beneath you; a sudden movement 
among the follage at your right—a deer, 
perhaps, a coyote or a mountain lion; fresh 
air, the exhilaration of movement and of 
freedom, the electric tingling of the nerves 

parted to you from the high-strung, pow- 

ul living thing beneath you—this is the 
joy of the horseman in Southern California. 


So vast is the area covered by mountain 
traile within the limits of the city that one 
may ride day after day without encounter- 
ing another horseman, yet we know that 
there are 606 horses in our local commercial 
stables with an average of nearly 2500 rides 
each week, and these in addition to many 

vately owned stables which are constant- 

growing in number. 


And why all this equestrian activity? 
Perhaps this question ts best answered by 
quoting from an article by Dr. A. J. Och- 
sner of Augustana Hospital, Chicago, one of 
America’s noted surgeons: 


Tt is my object to point out the ac- 
tual value of horseback riding system- 
atically carried out, in increasing a 
man's possibilities in way of being 
a productive member of society. 

ere is no other form of exercise 
that soefully affects every nerve and 
every organ of the human body in a 
healthful way as does horseback riding. 
Moreover, the rider's attention is cen- 
tered upon his horse, so that he can- 
not and will not let his busi or 
professional troubles interfere with the 
pleasure of the ride. Nothing will 
bring out a healthy glow more quick- 
ly or enjoyably than this exercise. 
Nothing will more promptly put one’s 
organs of digestion and those of elimi- 
nation into the way of performing 
their physiologic work properly. On 
horseback, one is foreed to breathe 
deeply, and this, in the open air, in it- 
self means an enormous advantage to 
a man who spends his working, hours 
in intensive, concentrated menfal ac- 
tivity. 

_ What has been said regard- 
ing adults applies with equal 
force to boys and girls. Noth- 
ing can be of greater benefit 
in their physical, intelleetual 
and moral. development than 
systematic horseback riding. 
It will go far to outweigh the 
handicap of living in the city. 


The value of riding is unques- 
tioned, and there are few cities 
in the world that offer the horse- 
man such advantages as are 
found in Los Angeles. From Grif- 
fith Park to the sea stretch the 
Santa Monica Mountains, which, 
for a distance of twenty miles 

and with a breadth of eight or 
‘nine, are filled with delightful canyons and 
innumerable bridle paths. It is pessibly the 

session of this natural playground that 
_ more than any other one thing, fos- 
tered and encouraged riding in this com-

the roster of the 
horses now owned 
south of the Te 
hachapi and per- 
ceived that, in ad- 
dition to the hun-. 


horses, we have some of the finest 
show horses in America. It is the show- 
horse and the horse show that stimulate in- 
terest in riding, but it is the great mass of 
the people who are taking it up who will 
form the backbone of the sport here, as they 
do in eastern cities, and unquestionably 
in far greater numbers, since our climate 
permits of all-year-round enjoyment of a 
horse—a fact that is luring eastern stables 
to Los Angeles, to the upbuilding of the 
sport here and the ever-increasing pleasure 
of the horseman who has experienced the 
exhilaration of an early morning ride in the 
friendly loneliness of the Santa Monica 
Mountains. 


What is possibly the oustanding five- 
gaited saddie horse of America, Eastern 
Star, winner of the $10,000 stake at Louils- 
ville in 1923, is owned here by Mr. Marco 
Hellman. Edna May’s King, the sensational 
five-caited stallion owned by Revel Lind- 
say English, won the same stake at Louis- 
ville thie year, and his five-caited mare, 
Cerise, won the $1000 stake at Spring- 
field, Il. 


Among the long list of prominent South- 
ern California horses are The Nobleman, 
winner of the combination class at Sacra- 
mento, owned by Mrs. Charlotte Duncan 
Anderson: Irving W. Hellman’s Rosewall, 
winner at Pomona and Portland; Scandal.

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LEATHER TRADE THRIVES 


U CH of the action in that interest- 
ing and popular account of early-day 
adventures, “Two Years Before the 

Mast.” Tevolves around the activities of 
traders handling hides obtained from herds 
of cattle grazing on the plains and hillsides 
of Southern California. The story vividly 

iis the uncertainties and hardships at- 

ing weeks of sailing to the shores where 
the hides were cured and loaded, thence 
to be taken back sround Cape Horn to the 
tanneries of New England. Los Angeles 
then was a primitive Spanish pueblo. 
Farther north, San Francisco, located on a 
splendid natural harbor, became the frst 
Pacific Coast city to reach a size that justt- 
fied the establishment of a tannery to 
handle western hides. 


In 1870, when Los Angeles had a popula- 
tion of 15,309 and no San Francisco 
had a population of 149,473, or one-fourth 
that of the entire State of California. With 
its great harbor within the Golden Gate 
and its 800 manufacturing establishments, 
it was then the third commercial city of 
the United States. Today with an ideal 
man-made harbor, a population of 1,075,000 
and industrial establishments numbering 
close to 6000, Los Angeles has become the 
largest city and the leading commercial 
center of the Pacific Coast. It has by far 
the greatest infercoastal trade of any port 
in America. ~* 


An easily-accessible supply of tan bark, 
together with other local conditions re- 
quired for the success of tanning in the 
early stages of its development in this 
country, are no longer of vital importance 
in the trade. Accordingty, the factors tend- 
ing to make Los Angeles a tanning center 
more important than those now existing 
are growth of population in the Southwest, 
a practically unlimited supply of hides 
from the great cattle and sheep-raising 
ranges of this region, a readily-available 
supply of modern tanning materials, con- 
sisting largely of extracts, and unsurpassed 
facilities for shipping by rail and water to 
the Atlantic seaboard of the United States 


and Burope, and to rapidly developing trade 
territory in the Orient. 

The standing of Los Angeles as a meat- 
packing center has an important bearing 
on the advantages offered tanning estab 
lishments locating here. In a Chamber of 
Commerce survey, made for the information 
of the tanning industry, a comparison of 
the slaughter and es statistics 
tér California, Oregon and Washington as 
to animals slaughtered and number of em- 
ployees shows the industry In Los Angeles 
is double that of San Francisco, 40 per cent 
of the entire State, and 25 per cent of the 
total for the three Pacific Coast States. 


hy tannery for chrome and vegetable tan 

of sheep and calfskins was established re 
cently at Upton, in the Los Angeles dis- 
trict. That the district will support other 
large tanneries is indicated by the growth 
of leather-using. industries In the West. 
The boot and shoe industry, by far the 
largest consumer of leather, is represented 
in California by fourteen factories, of which 
five are in Los Angeles. This city alone 
uses $28,000,000 worth of shoes annually, 
while the production of the fourteen Calit- 
ornia factories aggregates only $2,938,047. 


Increase of population in the eleven 
Western States has been much more rapid 
than the industrial development of the 
country. Consequently, eastern manufac- 
turers have extended their trade to this 
section with a minimum of effort. The 
establishment of local industries and of 
eastern factory branches has begun only in 
recent years on a comprehensive scale. 
Shipping advantages offered manufacturers 
in the West by the marvelous harbor con- 
structed by Los Angeles and by the Pan- 
ama Canal have been factors second only 
to growth of population in promoting this 
industrial development. The opportunity 
offered for the success of tanneries and 
shoe factories ds concisely shown by the 
fact that the eleven Western States depena 
on the eastern half of the United States 


for nearly 99 per cent of their shoes. 


Hotels All Ready | 


EVER BBFORE in its history 

has Southern California been so well 
prepared to take care of its visitors in the 
way of hotel and apartment accomodations 
as at this time. Dispite the slowing up of 
activities which characterized business all 
over the country in 1924, the hotels here 
have continued operation with no lowering 
of the standards which have made them 
famous. 

What effect general conditions made upon 
the hotel situation in Southern California 
last year was seen mainly in a curtailment 
in some instances of extensive building pro- 
grams. Many promoters, however, went on 
with their plans, the result being the open- 
ing of a number of new hostelries and a 
multitude of new apartments. 


The most conspicuous were the Gaylord, 
the Victoria Arms and the Talmage, three 
magnificent new apartment buildings erect- 
ed at an aggregate cost of more than $5,000.- 
000. They have a combined capacity of 
more than 1000 rooms, are situated in the 
fashionable districts of the city and em- 
body every improvement of the latest type. 


The largest hotel constructed in the city 
in 1924 was the $1,000,000 Cecil, with 700 
rooms, which opened December 1. This 
hostelry is designed to meet the demands 
of the constantly increasing trade seeking 
accommodations at a moderate price. 

In addition to these establishments of 
considerable size, half a dozen smaller new 
hotels have been built at an aggregate cost 
of more than $1,000,000. At least $2,000,000 
has been invested in the construction of a 
great number of moderate-sized apartment- 

found scattered all over the city. 

Outside of Los Angeles the largest hotel 
built in Southérn California last year is the 
William Penn, at Whittier, which cost $400,- 
000. This hotel was designed by a cele- 
brated New York architect and in constrac 
tion, arrangement and equipmemt belongs 
to a type rarely found outside cities of less 
than 100,000 population. 

Several small hotels were also opened at 
Long Beach during the v-ar, and ¢ number 
of big apartment buildings of the own-your- 
own type. In San Diego the Hotel San 
Diego completed an addition to its former 
building costing $750,000 and increasing its

Finally, the Southern Pacific, through ex- 
penditure for the nation-wide advertising of 
its train service, has invested great sums in 
many channels of publicity. The company’s 
advertising and publicity have told during 
the year, and will continue to tell, the en 
tire nation the blessings of life, both eco- 
nomically and otherwise, offered by this re- 
gion to all who would come here. 

Any review of the ramifications and ac- 
tivities of the Southern Pacific during 1924 
and during the years to come will and must 
reveal that the company’s interests are the 
same as the interests of those whom it 
would serve and that every expenditure 
directly made for its own improvement is 
fundamentally an indirect investment for 
the service of the community and region in 
which that expenditure is made.

HE Los Angeles Public Library has 
just closed the most intensive year 
in ite busy career of over half a 


matter thrown every year upon the mar 
ket. And that Los Angeles has a growing 
eream-and-caviar appetite in books fs at- 
tested by the fact that the general litera- 
ture department reports the cireu- 
lation sinee its organization. 

The greatest gains were in philosophy, 
religion and literature. This eager devour 
fing of philosophy is due to the tremendous 
interest the people of this city take in psy- 
chology. Carefully compiled figures show 
that the individual books most sought after 
here last year were Papinis “Life of 


Christ,” “The Life and Letters of Walter 


H. Page,” Havelock Ellis’s “Dance of Life,” 
Post's “Etiquette,” “The Outline of Hise 
tory,” by Wells, and Robinson's brilliant 
etudy, “Mind in the Making.” At present 
the library possesses a total collection of 
635,626 volumes. This is a net increase of 
46,558 volumes over the preceding year. 

All nationalities alike are on the alert 
for new ideas in print, but it is fascinat- 
ing to notice the changes in the foreign 
population of Los Angeles by watching the 
book barometer. This year the Russian 
collection was used almost threadbare and 
exceeded largely the circulation of books 
im Italian, although the library has six 
times as many books in the Italian lan- 
guage. But owing to this influx of cultl- 
vated Russians, the library has had to 
rush emergency orders abroad. 


Another interesting development was 4 
eudden demand for books in Icelandic, due 
to the immigration of several thousand 
Icelanders to this city, who as soon as they 
were thawed out bore down upon the Pub 


fic Library and went away with the entire 


Ecelandic collection. 

Tos Angeles’ rapid strides as a great 
fndustrial center showed in a spectacular 
growth of the library’s industrial depart 
ment, which circulated $0,000 volumes, an 
increase of 15 per cent over 1923.

Plishment of the year was the completion 
of the branch building program, rendered

opened in 1924, making eleven splendid li- 
brary structures built with the $500,000 set 
aside for branch libraries from the bond 
funds. The buildings themselves vary in 
cost and character from the ample dignity 
of the San Pedro and University branch 
fibraries to the friendly simplicity and con- 
venience of the smaller libraries of. Eden-

Things the Visitor Expects But Fails to Find 
- and Thing He Does Find That He Never | 
Dreamed of in the Mid-Pacific 


By GEORGE T. ARMITAGE 


BOPLE who read and travel know a 

lot about the Hawaiian Islands, or 

think they do; therefore, it may be 

of interest to the general public to 
consider a number of facts and features 
pertaining to the islands not so generally 
anderstod and which, in fact, almost con- 
etitute surprises. 

Men in Hawaii upon whose shoulders 
rests the burden of advertising the islands 
are often the object for considerable criti- 
ciem from newly arrived visitors, who de 
clare that they (the visitors) didn’t know 
anything about the islands, never dreamed 
they could be so charming and, finally, end 
with the usual recommendation that a fund 
should be subscribed for publicity about 
the islands. 

Such statements, when heard the first few 
times, are rather disconcerting to the local 
publicity men, who are already ding 
some $100,000 a year for adv g the 
islands, and spending it under the direc- 
tion and recommendations of one of the 
leading advertising counsel in America; but 
after they have heard it a few hundred 
times they merely smile gleefully and keep 
right on advertising and increasing travel 
to Hawall 

In the final analysis the principal thing 
that the residents of Hawali are interested 
in ie the fact that the visitor is in our 
midst. It is fine to have the recent arrival 
famftitar, before he or she arrives, with our 
commerce, geography, history and comm#t 
nity life, but it is not essential. Of course, 
if they never came to the islands it would 
be advantageous for this Territory to be 
better known on the mainiand United 


“States, because more thorough knowledge 


of our status and importance would insure 
us even more favorable consideration from 
the Federal government, but we can't con- 
ceive of anyone in his right mind and pos- 
sessed of a few hundred dollars and a few 
weeks’ time not visiting the islands some 
day. Therefore, we won't take the person 
who will never come here into considera- 
tion. The number should be negligible. 


Why Visitors Keep Coming 


{* IS a fact that practically anyone who 
has read, or traveled, or interested him- 
self to the slightest degree in what is 
going on out of his own community, either 
has visited Hawali or firmly intends to do 
eo some day. The number who have is 
very rapidly eating into those who have not 
—these days, at the rate of 1000 a month— 
but there is still too much of a majority 
with those who have not. 

There are many reasons why people want 
to visit Hawaii; there are many reasons 
why an enviable romantic appeal about the 
very name itself has grown up on the main- 
land. Some of the reasons are Hawiian 
plays, motion pictures, music, swimmers,

Hub the Pacific 


How Ocean Transportation Is Transforming 


Honolulu Into a Depot of Exchange 


OT so many years ago an ambitious 
publicity man made a map of the 
Pacific Ocean and the countries and 
continents surrounding it; indicated 
the position of Hawaii by a large dot some- 
where near the center: drew lines from 
the principal ports so that the dot looked 
like the hub of a great tranéportation 
wheel, and called the whole design “Hawaii 
—the Crossroads of the Pacific.” There 
was a good deal of hope an@ faith mixed 
with his calculations then, and some there 
were, even in Hawali, who were wont to 
smile and even scoff. But teday that map 
is an absolutely true picture of Hawaii's 
position as a meeting poi 
a replenishing place; but, 
important, a terminus of great Ocean car- 
rier systems, and a commercial distribut- 
ing center. 


Transportation is the life of any commu- 
nity, and as this is written there are several 
stanch and permanent spokes in the Ha- 
walian hub of steamship lines that keep 
ber industry spinning ahead. Starting on 
the northern part of the western coast of 
America is the Canadian-Australasian Royal 
Mail Line, which sends a big ocean liner 
into Honolulu once a month, en route to the 
Antipodes. Besides making Honolulu a port 
of call, this line carries considerable prod- 
uee of the Northwest and the residents 
thereof to Hawali, and many of ite through 
passengers, as do those of all lines going 
beyond Honolulu, find it convenient and 
desirable to break their journey for a few 
happy weeks among the varied charms of 
the islands. 


Puget Sound Routes 


LITTLE farther south, at Seattle, the 
Matson Navigation Company of San 
Francisco and Hewali dispatches a popular 
pase@nger freight carrier direct to 
Hawaii every Ove weeks.

Millions for Cood Roads 


ND the roads of Hawaii! Concrete and 

asphalt and macadamized roads, miles 
and miles, hundreds of miles of them, cost- 
ing millions of dollars, just like those of 
Los Angeles, but through scenes and scen- 
ery so different! 

And the roads wind through miles of 
sugar cane apd pineapples and rice and.

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der track, a large, well-equipped gymnasium | 
and a nine-hole golf course. Each regiment 
has its own football, baseball and basket- 
ball team, and the rivalry between the va- 
rious organizations is of the keenest. These 
teams constitute the Schofield League and 
they number among their players some 
very competent performers. 

All the athletic contests at Schofield Bar- 
racks are free. No admission is charged 
and everyone, civilian and soldier alike, is 
cordially invited to attend. How many 
cities in our fair land can equal this? ~-It 
might be of interest to note that these ath- 
letic activities are all supported by money 
obtained from the profits of the post thea- 
ters, post exchanges, restaurants and other 
income-producers of the community. No 
individual can profit by the business done 
by these agencies, but all the profits must 
be used for the benefit of the entire com- 
munity. 

To prove that the social and educational 
phases of life are not neglected we have 
only to mention the fact that the troops at 
Schofield are well supplied with libraries, 
dance halis (perhaps thie should be includ 
ed under athletic activities,) vocational 
schools, special courses of instruction, etc. 
The citizens of Schofield have all the facili- 
ties for attaining the ideal of the ancients, 
“Mens sana in corpore sano” (a sound mind 
in a sound body.) 

So far, nothing has been said about the 
purely military activities conducted at Scho- 
field Barracks, but of course they loom 
large in the life of the garrison. The Ha- 
walian Division spends a good part of its 
time in field exercises or maneuvers and 
in target practice with various weapons. 
The rattle of rifies, machine guns and auto- 
matic pistols is often heard along the 
beaches. of Oahu, while the rumble of the 
76's and the 155’s back im the guiches and 


be the first landmark pointed out when you 
do come—is the Gibraltar-like rock which 
guards the entrance to Honolulu Harbor 
and stands on your right hand as you 
round the southernmost point of the island 
on your way into the harbor of the most 
cosmopolitan city in the Pacific.

soldiers’ clothing spick and span, and 
warehouses for the storage of supplies of 


all sorte which are needed by a modern 
army.

ties of the airmen are manifold. They spot 
the fall of shells from the big guns of the 
artillery and, by radio, tell the gunners 
where to lay down the next shot.

They bomb 
imaginary enemies on sea and land, and

institutions which are devoted t6 the wel- 
fare and recreation of the service men. 
The first of these is the Army Service (inb, 
maintained without expense to the solgier 
and located near the center of the city, 
in a building which was formerly the home 
of the Queen's Household Guards during 
the days when Hawaii was a monarchy. 
This club is well equipped with the-common 
indoor recreational features and has in ad- 
dition sleeping quarters for men who wish. 
to spend the night in town. 

The ‘second is the Army and Navy Y.M. 
C.A., which is a block nearer town and 
which offers much the same amusements 
and accommodations as are to be found 
at the Service Club. The only criticism 
of these agencies is that they are not large 


Not infrequently their accom- 
modations are taxed beyond their capacity. 

For out-of-doors recreation the Hawalian 
Division maintains a rest area at Haleiwa, 
the beach nearest to Schofield Barracks. 
This rest area is on an excellent beach and 
includes bath-houses, showers, a restaurant 
and a well-stocked “exchange” or ceneral 
store. It can accommodate 150 men over- 
night and usually has the S.R.O. sign ont. 
Transportation to and from! this area is by 
army truck and is charged for at a nominal 
rate. The camp itself is free to members 
of the service. 

Possibly the most attractive recreational 
activity in the Hawaiian Department i« the 
army camp at Kilauea Volcano, on the 
Island of Hawall. Everybody in the de 
partment is offered the opportunity of 
spending ten days at the camp once g year 
or oftener. No duties are required and a 
complete change of climate as well as from 
post routine is offered. 

Not the least of the Army's activities in 
Hawali is its cooperation with the com- 
munity at large. Although the Army lives 
in posts which are separated georcraphi- 
cally from MHonolalu, nevertheless the 
Army feels that it is an integral part of 
the local community, and a fine spirit of 
mutual co-operation and helpfulness exists 
between the people of Honolulu and the 
Army in Hawaii, The Army entera whole 
hearted!y into the civic, soécial and eco 
nomic life of the Territory and endeavors 
in every way to further those interes's and 
purposes which make for the well-being of 
American institutions. 

Enough has been said to indicate that 
the Army is an important element in the 
life of the Territory of Hawaii. Bur it t* 
more than that! Im this far-flung ov' post, 
at the hub of the Pacific, the center of the 
Stage upon which the great dramas of fu 
ture world events will be played, the Army 
is the “outward and visible sign” of the

Former Years 


OUTHERN CALIFORNIA saw 
the accomplishment in 1924 of the 
second largest building program this 
district ever has known. The total 
valuation of construction in many South- 
land cities set new high records, and in 
Los Angeles, despite a number of handi- 
caps which for several months cut deeply 
into construction figures, permits were is 
sted valued at millions of dollars more 
se those of any previous year excepting 
19 

Only New York, and Detroit 
passed Los Angeles in the total valuation of 
Duliding permits. Philadelphia was ffth. 

‘Probably the oustanding feature revealed 
by a study of the building-classificatién fig- 
ures is the enormous industrial expansion 
which Los Angeles and Southern California 
im general have enjoyed during the past 
year. Hundreds of new factories, many of 
them manufacturing nationally and interna- 
tionally known products, lecated in this 
district within the last twelve months, pro- 
viding work for thousands of new residents. 

To this industrial gain, which is but the 
forerunner of a program to make Los An- 
geles one of the important industrial cities 
of the world, is attributed much of the 
credit for active home building during the 
year. Nearly 20,000 new dwellings were 
erected in Los Angeles alone. 

Sixty-four new factories were constructed 
im Los Angeles during 19234. In addition, 
260 imdustrial buildings, representing in 
most instances the enlargement of factories 
niveady here, were built. Nine motion-pic- 
ture studio buildings were added during 
ihe year, and the construction of work- 
shops, warehouses and power buildings 
Drought the tota! valuation of industrial 
structures close to the $10,000,000 mark. 

Approximately 566,000 building permits 
were issued by the Los Angeles building 
lepartment during the year. They repre 
sented structures valued at close to $157,- 
900,000, but a few million dollars short of 
the record figures of 1923 and about $40,- 
000,000 higher than the 1922 figure. 

When it ie taken into consideration that 
construction activity was affected to a large 
degree throughout the nation because of the 
Presidential election, and that the influx of 
new residents was cut to some extent by 
dverse conditions in the Hast, the building 
ecord for the year is considered by build- 
ng officiala and others in close touch with 
he situation to. be particularly creditable. 
it ia pointed out that 1923 saw the construc 
ion of a large number of height-limit office 
buildings. filling the needs of the city for 
wo.or three years and making necessary 
he erection of a much greater number of 
homes and industrial buildings to maintain 
moything like the total figure for the year.

Not only in the volume of new construc 
tion, but in the number of permits, was a 
new. record established. The estimated 
number of permits is in excess of 6350, for 
a total estimated value of more than $14,- 
000,000. These figures include 200 permits 
totaling $1,500,000 for the East San Diego 
district. 

Home construction continued with in- 
creased vigor during the year pust closed, 
more than 2200 permits being taken out for 
dwellings, the aggregate cost of which was 
approximately $6,000,000. Notable building 
projects completed in the downtown dis- 
trict during the year were the $850,000 
Army-Navy Y.M.C.A. Building, the $750,000 
San Diego Hotel Annex, the $600,000 Balboa 
Theater and a score or more of business 
structures costing from $25,000 to $150,000. 

An extensive building program was 
launched early in the year along the ma- 
rine section of San Diego, as the district 
fronting on the ocean between Ocean Beach 
and La Jolla is now called. The Mission 
Beach projects, which eventually will rep 
resent an outlay of nearly $4,000,000, stimu- 
lated activity at Pacific Beach, Hermosa 
and La Jolla presage the rapid development 
and settlement of one of the most ideal rest- 
dential sections of the city. 


Los Angeles Harbor 


OS ANGELES HARBOR maintained char- 
acteristic, gradual, normal growth dur- 
ing 1924, building permits reaching a total 
of approximately $9,000,000, while much 
harbor construction initiated the year be 
fore was completed. 

Normal growth, according to C. E. Boltz, 
assistant building inspector in charge of 
the district, is about $1,000,000 yearly. For 
1921 the total was more than $5,000,000, and 
for the year following about $7,000,000, while

The year ran unusually strong to the 
erection of dwellings costing $2000, $3000 
and upward, whereas in previous years the 
average wWas nearer $1400. Better-type 
business blocks also dominated this year, 
including a $150,000 postoffice. 


Paving was completed on a large number 
of streets both in San Pedro and Wilming- 
ton, one $500,000 project on Fifth and 
Fourth street, San Pedro, being typical. 

Five more city schools were added during 
the year and already are overcrowded. 

Topping all, however, has been city com 
struction work on the harbor. Probably 
$8,000,000, permits for which were mostly 
taken out In 1923, was spent in 1924, with am 
additional $7,000,000 available to meet work 
already under way or to start early In 1926, 
Almost a mile of wharves and another mile 
of transit sheds arose. Two miles of pav- 
ing were constructed. A half-mile viaduct 
and ramp, costing $175,000, is nearing com- 
pletion and, finally, the huge terminals on 
Terminal Island, to cost $2,500,000, are 
more than half finished. 

Dredging under way by both the Federal 
and city governments will make 9500 feet 
of additional frontage available in the West 
Basin at an early date.

@ STATISTICS is the story of San Ber 
nardino’s greatest year of building ac 
tivity best told. Building permits issued in 
1924 totaled $3,583,298, more than $1, 
000 more than 1923's mark of $2,398.31 
Included among them were the $360,000

W estern Pig Iron Now 
Aiding Production 
of Steel 


ISCOVERY of coking coal in the 

State of Washington bids fair to 

solve the problem of how to bring 

coal and iron ore together for the 
operation of blast furnaces in Los Angeles. 
Late reports on the development of the fron 
industry here are that the Pacific Coast 
Steel Company of San Francisco has a 
Washington deposit of coking coal available 
for shipment by water to Los Angeles. Pre- 
liminary steps in the development of the 
deposit are being made, it is reported, in 
anticipation of utilizing the coal in the tide- 
water furnace to be built near Long Beach 
on a site that has been procured at a cost 
of $2,000,000. 


During the past year Los Angeles has 
been able for the first time to procure do- 
mestic pig tron at rates placing it on a 
parity with imported pig. which heretofore 
has been chiefly “used in local foundries 
and shops. This pig trom has been coming 
dn since early spring from Provo, near Salt 
Lake City, Utah, where the Columbia Steel 
Corporation of San Francisco and Los An- 
geles has established a blast furnace close 
to large deposits of coking coal, iron ore 
and lime. This furnace is so located as to 
serve all the five rolling mills of Califor-. 
nia at the same cost. 


Of outstanding importance in the develop 
ment of the West is the establishment of 
an iron and steel center such as those found 
in Gormany, England and the Wastern 
States. These centers afford opportunity 
to manufacture tron economically where 
there is a convenient combination of ore, 
coal and lime. The process of making one 
ton of pig iron, requires utilization of two 
tons of coal, two tons of ore, one-half ton 
of lime and a ton or more of fluxes. 

Geologists estimate the visible supply of 
iron ore within 140 to 200 miles of Los 
Angeles at more than 200,000,000 tons, and 
the supply already surveyed in Utah to ex- 
ceed 230,000,000 tons. Lower California 
and Mexico also have huge deposits. Prac. 
tleally all this ore can be obtained by 
steam-shovel operations. The best Lake 
Superior ores grade from about 38 to 45 
per cent. Western ores grade from 50 to 
63 per cent, ores of the highest grade being 
found in San Bernardino county—near Los 
Angeles. 

Iron and steel machinery and sheet-metal 
products made in Los Angeles in 1923 were 


watued at $113,880,587, as compared with 


$80,006,880 in 1922. As in other Pacific 
Coast cities, the fron and steel industry 
here has been limited almost entirely to 
the melting and working over of scrap. 
Production of pig iron from western ores 
promises to revolutionize this industry to 
un extent measured only by what has been

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Lemon Genter of the “World 


ROWERS and residents of Corona 
have boasted in years gone by of 
their city being the biggest lemon- 

producing center in the world. This is un- 
doubtedly true, but—Corona is also beyond 
all question of doubt the biggest consumer 
of lemons. 

One would naturally assume that New 
York City consumed more, but Corona even 
surpasses that metropolis. Speaking in 
per-capita ratio, Corona consumed more 
than 1000 times as many lemons as the 
largest city in America. For every cariload 
shipped out of Corona during the season 
ending with October 31, 1924, two carloads 
were received. the entire lem- 


A survey of the accomplishments of the 
Exchange Lemon Products Company has 
just been completed by Harry M. May, gen- 
eral manager of the plant. The plant at 
Corona received im excess of 75,000,000 
pounds of cull lemons during the past 
twelve months for manufacture into various 
by-products. 

May’s report shows that more than 700,- 
000 pounds of citric acid was manufactured, 
with 900,000 more pounds still in process. 
Tt is also interesting to note that sales of 
by-products kept pace with production. In 
his annual message to the directors the 
manager states that 60,000 pounds of lemon

At the Very Peak 


R THE fiscal year ended June 30, last, 
Los Angeles Harbor commerce led every 
port on the American seaboard with the ex- 
ception of New York. An immense volume, 
totaling 26,159,295 tons, passed over the local 
wharves during the year, carried by 62156 
vessels of 16,510,046 net tons. 
In intercoastal traffic this port led all oth- 
ers of America, New York included, by a 


‘wide margin. 


The year’s business approximated an in- 
crease of 150 per cent over that of the pre 
vious fiscal year, which had a total com- 
merce of 10,285,810 tons, and an increase 
of more than 6500 per cent over the year 
ended June 30, 1922, with a total of 4,863; 
782 tons.

The harbor’s fisheries deserve additional 
mention because they are developing into 
one of America’s great industries. The 
1924 catch avas valued at $13,000,000 on the 
wholesale market, while the sardine catch 
alone totaled 67,000,000 pounds. 

The fishing fleet jumped from 850 active 
boate in 1923 to 1350 boats in 1924. wane 
canneries are in operation at present, pack 
ing sardines for export to South America, 
Europe and the Orient, while in one month 
last year—July—the tuna catch of 10,231,- 
477 pounds was greater than the total of 
any previous entire season in the history of 
the industry. 

Great as a passenger port, Los Angeles 
in 1924 received 14,000 incoming travelers 
in foreign tratie alone. The coastwise busi- 
ness was many times greater. 


Naval Operating Center 


S A NAVAL operating-center, the base 

of the United States battle fleet, Los 

Angeles Harbor gains additional prestige 
year by year. 

Seventy per cent of the naval strength of 
America, invested in twelve battleships and 
their attendant co-ordinate units of destroy- 
ers, light cruisers and submarines, is lo- 
cated at this port. This powerful fleet is 
here because Los Angeles Harbor, easy of 
access and free from fogs, bars, storms and 


rocks, affords the best haven in the best 
area on the American coast for gunnery 
training and tactical maneuvers, in addition 
to being a strategic point.

The story takes its beginning far back 
when the Spanish navigator, Cabrillo, first

All through the Spanish colonial period, 
a considerable trade was carried on be- 
tween California and Mexico, the Atlantic 
seaboard and the Orient.

While most of this commerce passed 
through the two natural ports of San Fran- 
cisco and San Diego, a good deal of it was 
carried on at various agro handy to the 
missions, which were the center of produc- 
tion and industry. 

The system of trafficking at San Pedro, 
the port of Los Angeles, was typical of all 
the offshore anchorage trade. The vessels 
would run in as near to shore as was safe, 
drop anchor, and unload by means of row- 
boats. shore cargo was taken out in 
the same way; and often, to get safely 
through the surf, the goods had to be car- 
ried out the first few hundred yards on the

On January 9, 1861, the schooner Lewis 
Perry was towed across the bar into San 


first ocean vessel to enter and discharge a 
cargo at the wharf. It demonstrated that 
the port was navigable by vessels drawing . 
no more than eleven feet. 

In November, 18698, Los Angeles com- 
merce made a great stride forward by the 
opening of the Los Angeles and San Pedro 
Raliroad, operating between town and port. 
Two years later the government began the 
improvement of the harbor. The gap be- 
tween Rattlesnake and Dead Man's islands 
was filled in with rock for a breakwater, 
thus creating a regular current in and out 
of the harbor. The sand bar at the har- 
bor entrance was dredged to a depth of 
about eighteen feet, making it possible for 
good-sized vessels to cross at low tide. In 
1878 Los Angeles organised a Board of. 
Trade, later the Chamber of Commerce, and 
this body immediately set to work to secure 
appropriations for the survey and construc- 
tion of a better harbor. 

But, with the coming of transcontinental 
railroad lines to Los Angeles, the project 
met with opposition, both in the matter of 
developing dacilities for water transporta- 
tion and in the selection of a site for the 
city’s chief port. 

The Southern Pacific extended its line to 
Santa Monica, where a pier 4600 feet 
was built into the ocean. This was cal 
Port Los Angeles and, from the time of its 
completion in the late ‘70's until it was 
condemned in 1906, it took a great deal of 


the lumbering and oil business away from . 


San Pedro. 

But San Pedro, with ite near-harbor, was 
the logical place, and fortunately the more 
powerful of the bontending parties were on 
the side of the city’s highest interest.

April 1899, work on the harbor was 
recommenced in the spectacular dumping 
of a barge of rock, quarried from Cata 
on the site of the new breakwater. 

But the harbor did not become the prized 
possession of the city until some years lat- 
er. Im 1909 the city acquired the narrow 
ribbon of land, known as the Shoe 8t 
Strip, connect it with San Pedro; an 
the citizens of n Pedro, Wilmington 
Los Angeles voted for consolidation. Thus 
was removed the barrier between the ci 
proper and the coast, and February 18, 
1910, San Pedro became officially 
known as Los Angeles Harbor.

Logical for Cotton Industry Here 


Experience of Large Manufacturer Proves Mills Can 
Compete With Those of New England Centers 


N A RECENT magazine article on 
the subject of cotton Alfred Pearce Den- 
nis, special representative of the United 
States Department of Commerce, said 

that in accordance with the length of its 
fiber our sea-iasland cotton, a product of the 
islands off the coast of South Carolina, may 
be considered the best. Next, he explained, 
comes Egyptian cotton, with a fiber meas 
uring from 13-16 to 13-4 inches. 


“The amazing success of the Egyptian in 
growing cotton is due to the made-to-order 
conditions,” Mr. Dennis said. “Almpst per- 
fect uniformity may be maintained for 
plants. First, uniformity of climate, neither 
rain mor frost; second, uniformity of 
soll. . . We take Egyptian cottonseed 
and grow a similar fiber under practically 
the same conditions of soil, climate and 
irrigation im certain valleys of Arizona and 


Pacific Southwest. Proximity to the source 
of supply of high-grade raw cotton places 
Los eles in a strategic position for the 
establishment of cotton milis. Other eco- 
nomic conditions bearing om the manufac 
ture of cotton goods point to this city as a 
texte manufacturing center. 

Mr. Dennis, in his discussion of the fac- 
tors entering into the production of cot- 
ton goods, stated that from a. quantita- 
tive standpoint the center of the cotton- 
milling industry moved from old England 
to New England and is now passing to the 
South. Labor conditions and sources of 
supply for raw material, he showed, are de 
ciding factors in this shift. 

“The South has it own labor problem 
looming ahead of it and the thing is of bad 
omen,” according to Mr. Dennis. “A pa- 
ternal system which is characteristic of 
the pioneering stage in handling cotton- 
mill help is breeding its native southern 
workers out of the mills, just as the Yankee 
was educated out of the New England mills

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Biggest Event of Year 
Presages Main Line 
Rail Merger 


HE greatest development event of 

1924 in Arizona was the decision of 

the Southern Pacific Company to 

construct a new main-line railroad 
through Phoenix, the Casa Grande and the 
Salt and Lower Gila valleys, the heart of 
the State’s agriculture. 

This construction will involve the ex- 
penditure of about $15,000,000 within two 
years on a fifty-mile connection between 
Picacho and the Arizona Eastern Railroad 
near Chandler; an extension of the Ari- 
zona Eastern branch westward from Has- 
sayampa to Dome, 115 miles; a seven-mile

YOND peradventure there cah be 
no question that 1924 has been the 
healthiest year in the histery of the 
economic development of the great 
Pacific-Bouthwestern empire, which 
the Los Angeles besin as its natural 


pros 
. totale less than in 1923, but it must be re- 


membered that that year was the culmina- 
tion of the crowding of approximately nine 
years’ development into three years of 
growth. Even then, these indices are all 
materially In excess of 1922, which was by 
far the largest business year in the history 
of this territory prior to 1923. 

Analysis of the present year con- 
clusively that the economic foundations of 


this district are so solid and its activities _ 


are so diversified that only an 

cataclysm could cause a business depres 
sion in the commonly accepted meaning of 
that term. It proves further that the year 
has been one of consolidation of gains in 
preparation for a new offensive which gives 
promise of surprising even the sanguine 
observer. In many respects the progress 
of this great producing area may be lik- 
ened to that of an offensive army. During 
the period from 1914 to 1920 economic ac- 
tivities were concentrated upon other 
fronts. The attention of the world was 


turned to the European conflict and its im- 


mediate aftermath, and the progress of this 
territory gradually slowed up untit it 
reached almost a standstill. 


Almost Impossible Task 


ITH the turn to the third decade of the 
twentieth century attention was again 
directed westward, and in the three years 
of 1921, 4922 and 1923 the Pacific-‘Southwest 
territory accomplished the almost unbeliey- 
able task of crowding nine years’ develop 
ment into three years, absorbing the immi- 
gration and expansion in business ac 
tivity which should normally have spread 
over the whole nine-year period. Such.an 
offensive necessarily left a very uneven bat- 
tle front and resulted in the infantry in the 
front trenches losing touch with the lines 
of communication. As a consequence much 
of the attention of 1924 has been centered 
in re&ligning the offensive front, in re-estab- 
lishing lines of communication with the 
base of’ operations and in permitting the 
artillery to get in position behind the in- 
fantry front lines. This progress can be 
more fully visualized when it is realized 
that it took place in the face of abnormal 
conditions over which man has no control. 
In the first place, the very subnormal pre- 
cipitation of the winter of 1923-24 caused a 
shortage of water for agricultural and 
power purposes whieh, while it did no sert- 
ous damage, nevertheless required careful 
conservation of both resources. Further, 
the foot-and-mouth disease among cattle, 
which ‘resulted from the importation of 
refuse from a foreign ship in San Fran- 
cisco Harbor, caused the slaughtering of 
many thousands of head of Cattle’ and a 
somewhat hysterical condition in other por- 
tions of the country, which resulted in seri- 
ous and in many cases unreasonable 
boycotts against the movements of many 
California crops of a perishable or semi- 
perishable nature. 

Again, developmental activity in the new 
of] fields of the Los Angeles basin—which 
this writer predicted in the Mid-Winter 
Times of a year ago would cause the loss 
of many millions of dollars to the people 
of this territory—came to its natura! frul- 
tion, and excesses in this“industry had to 
be absorbed by the capital and the people 
of the Pacific-Southwest territory. Also, 
the mistakes of somewhat too rapid real- 
estate development, caused by the attempt 
to house the influx of nine years’ immigra- 
tion im a three-year period, have had to be 
discounted. 

rhis has required the absorption of pos- 


 @ivle losses resulting from investment in 


some unwise subdivisions, far distant from 
centers of population, without proper means 
of transportation to employing centers and 
with excessive valuations placed upon the 
property at the time of original subdivision. 
In addition, agricultural producers gener- 
ally have had to market short crops be 
cause of the abnormal weather conditions. 
Yet in spite of all this the forward march 
of this territory has been so irresistible 
that most of those unsound tendencies 
which have been a cause of concern to stu- 
dents of conditions for several years were 
largely eliminated during 1924, and progress 
along major lines’ was evident on every 


No Financial Stringency 


E probably can be no greater evi- - 


dence of the basic soundness of this 
territory than the fact that these adjust- 
ments have been largely accomplished dur- 
ing the present year without the failure of 
a single bank and witheut the placing of 
any strain upon the banking structure.

From many outside sources have come 
comments as to the manner in which build- 
ing activities have slowed up in the city 
of Los Angeles. The remarkable thing is 
not that the permits are somewhat wnder 
1923, but that they so materially exceed 1922, 
which in turn was approximately 5¢@ per 
cent over all preceding years. The figures 
are sufficient to illustrate this without com- 
ment. Permits in 1919 totaled $28,254,000, 
which was a record up until that time. In 
1920 they increased to $60,024,000; in 1921, 
to $82,761,000; in 1922, to $121,207,000; in 
1923, to $200,133,000. “During the first nine 
months of 1924 they totaled $117,412,000. It 
seems probable that the total for the year 
will be between $155,000,000 and $160,000,- 
000, or about 25 per cent more than 1922. 
Again, during 1923 there were 101 com- 
mercial failures in the city of Los Angeles, 
with abilities in each case of $5000 or 
over. The total liabilities reported for 
these 101 concerns amounted to $2,012,481. 
Faflures of concerns with less than $5000 
in Habilities totaled 170 during that year, 
with total liabilities aggregating $280,203. 
In comparison, during the first months 
of 1924 there were sixty-five failires where 
liabilities exceeded $6000, with a total of 
$1,337,436, and one failures with to- 
tal liabilities of $162,075 among concerns 
with less than $5000 liabilities each. It is 
true that these figures indicate some slight 
increase in business mortality, but the im- 
portant thing in their intepretation is that, 
with the adjustment which has taken place 
in this territory, there have been only a 
few hundred out of the many thousands of 
business establishments in this community 
which have entered bankruptcy, and that 
their liabilities will probably total not to 
exceed $3,000,000 for the entire year of 
1924. For a community the size of Los 
Angeles these figures prove the very minor 
losses which business has taken in prepar- 
ing for the new offensive now under way. 


The important question which these fig-| 


sily the excesses which nat- 
urally resulted from the too rapid develop- 
ment of the three preceding years without 
feeling the violent inroads on business 
which accompany progress of this type. 
The answer 24 probably found im the dl- 
versity of the production of the Pacific- 
Southwest territory, which is so great that 


even should the market situation for 50 per 


cent of the items of production of this em- 
pire be unsatisfactory the returns from the 
other 50 per cent would be sufficient to 
maintain reasonable purchasing power and 
normal prosperity. With an output of so 
many salable commodities it is beyond the 
ability of the human mind to conceive of a 
market situation being unsatisfactory in a 
sufficient number of lines materially to re- 
tard the progress of this territory. 


Capital of the Southwest 


N CONSIDERING the Los Angeles situa- 

tion it must be remembered that the city 
of Los Angeles in particular and the Los An- 
geles basin in general form the economic 
capital of this Pacific-Southwest empire 
with its more than 400,000,000 acres of land 
and a population of approximately 5,000,000 
people. No small part of the prosperity of 
the city is dependent upon, the economic 
position of its contiguous agricultural dis- 
tricts. Fortunately for Los Angeles, crop 
conditions never prove unsatisfactory in a 
sufficient number of those contiguous pro 
ducing districts to slow up niateridlly the 
business of Los Angeles with the surround- 
ing territory at any particular time. 

This leads to the point that the agricul- 
tural situation is a very material factor in 
the general prosperity of this community. 
While’ deficient . precipitation during the 
winter of 1923-24 has had the effect of re- 
ducing the total agricultural output of these 
contiguous districts, the agricultural situa- 
tion of the Pacific Southwest at the present 
moment, as well as the outlook for the com-

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N THE EXPANSION of the cities 
of Los Angeles county to the point that 
their problems became intercommunity 
in their nature it was imevitable that 
means should be sought to officially express 
that joint consciousness. That is the great 
anderlying reason back of regional or inter- 
community planning. It is the answer to a 
need which has become evident to all of 
the great cities of the country.* It has not 
been long since Los Angeles became enti- 
tled to call herself great. But with the 
rightful assumption of that privilege came 
a consciousness of attendant responsibility. 
The city and the entire metropolitan area 
alike felt it. 

In Southern California the tmmediate 
atep beyond an ides is the action effectu- 
ating it. The Boar. of Supervisors of Los 
Angeles county established the first official 
Regional Planning Commission in the 
United States. Two others have followed. 
In both cases the Los Angeles county work 
was an inspiration; in one, the pattern. 
Boston established the department of met- 
ropolitan planning in the metropolitan dis- 
trict six months after the appointment of 
the Los Angeles County Regional Planning 
Commission. Milwaukee county followed 
a Nag months after the inception of our 
wor 


While this gradual growth of an inter- 
community consciousness was the general 
background for regional planning the im- 
mediate necessity arose in connection with 
an intense population increase. According 
to the Federal census, Los Angeles county 
had a population of a little over 936,000 in 
1920. Om the basis of the last registration 
of voters, October 4, 1924 this has in- 
creased to“over 2,150,000, or two and one- 
third times the figure of five years 
ago. In 1920 Los Angeles city had 62 per 
cent of the population of the county; today 
it has 61 pe? cent. in other words, the 
outer portions of the metropolitan region 
have been growing even more rapidly than 
Los Angeles city. This is particularily so 
in view of the fact that a portion of the 
inerease In Los Angeles city population has 
been due to the annexation of territory 
populated above the average for the metro- 
politan region. The growth outside Los 
Angeles has been both in the building up 
of existing cities and in the urbanization of 
rural areas. 

This rapidity of growth has brought about 
gigantic attendant problems. The transpor- 
tation systems and the variofs functions of 
public service had been rapidly expanded 
to take care of the first 1,000,000. An addi- 
tional 1,000,000 In five years has called for 
a degree of action constituting probably the 
most intense period of public activity “2 
American history for any metropolitan area. 

In all of this, order has been maintained | 
ang an orderliness of development is be- 
coming increasingly evident. This is be 
cause of the establishment of regional 
planning—not alone in the calling into be- 
ing of an official Regional Planning Com- 
mission, but in the exercise of the function 
of regional planning throughout all public 
effort. There is no arbitrary and central- 
ized control; there is rather the common 
application of a sound formula for a given 
problem by many agencies througlout the 
region.

Los Angeles County Leads United States in Solving 
Intercommunity Problems of Transport, 
Subdivision and Highway Routes

Secretary-Member Los Angeles County Regional Planning Commission i 
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‘ing presented the city with a comprehen- 
sive major traffic street plan based upon 
recommendations of expert consultants. A 
similar plan of rapid transit is now being 
prepared. 

These agencies are not conflicting, but 
co-operative. They are different branches 
of a wotking citizenship, being primarily 
volunteer citizen organizations. Interlock- 
ing personnel and the common factor of 
regional planning tie them together into an 
effective whole. In the envisioning of the 
future and in the evolving of a plan and 
program there is likewise no sharp distinc- 
tion -between -official and lay citizen. All 
are working together in a common cause 
and with a common devotion. The Los An- 
geles City Planning Commission and the 
planning commissions of the other munici- 
palities ft into this work as co-operating 
agencies. 

This type of activity is evident In all 
of the major problems affecting the 
great region of which Los Angeles is a 
center. Trahsportation has been the most 


jurgent of the problems because most in- 


sistent in the results of any inadequacy of 
facilities. Immediate economic reaction to 
the condition of the means of transporta- 
tion, rail, highway or water, has been a pow- 
erful incentive in the determined effort 
which: has analyzed basic principles and is 
carrying forward a gigantic program of 
fective action. At the same time regional 
planning has encompassed scope 
other great areas of activity. 

The basis is being laid for a metropolitan 
park system which shall conserve and de- 
velop the wonderful recreational resources 
which have constituted one of Southern 
California's greatest assets. In this there 
is not merely a plan of results to be 
achieved, but a definite move to set up a 
metropolitan jurisdiction able to handle the 
entire situation. The working out of this 
program is a to be consummated 
within a year. establishing regional 


Bonds for this amount were voted in Au- 
gust, 1922, and work was rushed under the 
direction of Engineer Van Norman. The 
main sewer, which is seventeen miles in 
length, was bullt in ten months and within 
schedule time.

Meeting the Creat Issues 


N SANITATION two years have revolu- 

tionized the administration of the func 
tion of sewage. Over forty separate munict- 
palities and dozens of unincorporated com- 
munities struggled separately with the 
problem. Today the engineering is being 
done on a metropolitan basis. There are 
two great ultimate units in the system. 
The first is the city of Los Angeles and 
seven other municipalities. The other is a 
joint district system based on regional- 
planning legislation, which will care for the 
remainder of the metropolitan sanitation 
area. 

The future supply of’ water will be upon 
a metropolitan basis. Present sources of 
water must be augmented, and the eyes of 
Southern California are turned towar! the 
Colorado River. Here a district, to be 
formed of noncontiguous municipal and 
urbanized regions, will be the means of 
financing and of distribution. This ts im 
deed the idea of regional planning expand- 
ed in this field to all Southern California. 

In all of these things there is seen the 
working of the principle of recienal pian- 
ning. It has become the means of ade 
quately meeting the great issues of our met- 
ropolitan growth and is the assurance of the 
economic and social stability of our devel- 
opment. The Regional Planning Conmis- 
sion has in many things pioneered in the 
wilderness and has served as a leader to 
effectual accomplishment. But in the vast 
work of assuming the responsibility of the 
solution of the gigantic problems of a met- 
ropolitan area bounding onward from the 
2,000,000 mark in population, the Regional 
Planning Commission defines the principles 
involved and serves as a correlating acency 
for a group of civic and official bodie« who 
jointly are making this a vast community 
economically sound and socially healthy.

Completion of Outfall System Provides for Needs 
of Los Angeles Far Into Future 


the $12,070,000 
disposal facilities for the next twenty-five 
years. In addition to serving the city it- 
self, Glendale, Culver City and other adje- 
cent communities are using this. outfall 
under contracts which provide for the pay- 
ment by these cities of their share of the 
construction cost and maintenance charges 
for the great new sewer. 

This outfall answers the question of the 
stranger to the city: “Are the sewage dis 
posal facilities of Los Angeles adequate for 
the present and do they provide for the 
growth in population?” 

The new outfall sewer has a daliy ca- 
pacity of 300,000,000 gallons. The old out- 
fall, which will continue to be used, has a 
capacity of 60,000,000 gallons, so the com- 
bined capacity of the two sewers is 360,000,- 
000 gallons daily. the city’s present 
sewage flow is 110,000,000 gallons dally, it 
will be seen that — and future needs 
are well provided for. 


Far Out t Sea 


URING this year the laterals and inter- 
cepting sewers, costing $5,000,000, will 
be built as follows: De Longpre avenue 
and Highland avenue in Hollywood district; 
Grand avenue intercepter, from Arlington 
street and Rodeo Road, where the mais 
sewer begins, to Fourth and Los Angeles 
streets, to serve the central part of the 
city; from the main sewer to Sixth and 
Utah streets, to serve the eastern part of 
the city; San Fernando Valiey lateral: one 
from the Sawtelle district to the outfall via 
Culver City, and a separate sewer system 
in the Los Angeles Harbor district, with 
independent ocean disposal there. With 
the exteption of the harbor, district sys 
tem, all these laterals will ‘connect with 
the main outfall sewer.

Granting that it will take ten years for 
development of the Colorado and the dou- 
bling of the present population, we should 
have in the interval worked out the trans- 
formation of our production problems to 
include utilization of the mesa lands and 
desert areas for the production of the ten- 
der and highly organized plants now in 
use and to come into use by reason of 
plant and seed introduction and changing 
consumer demands for food and clothing. 


As utilization of the additional water pro- 
aresses the water table will rise in some 
valleys to a point where our present stand- 
ard trees and vines will not thrive, but will 
have to be replaced by water-tolerant varie- 
ties with quick maturity as their chief 
asset. Such varieties as grow to maturity 
in a few years and have sitisfactory pulp 
ing and macerating characteristics will pro 
vide material for great pulp mills, wherein 
our present diminishing print-paper supply 
will be replenished. A million acres of ‘cot- 
ton on our valley floors will allow of gin- 
ning, spinning and compressing activities 
greater than those of all New England. 


The future high water table will subirri- 
gate all the lower lands in all the California 
valleys to an extent that surface irrigation 
will be practiced to a very limited extent. 
Cane fields and sugar-beet plantings will 
vie with horizon-touching corn fields which, 
under our future stimulus of optimum soil 
moisture, atmospheric humidity and sunny 
days, coupled with varieties adapted to soil 
and climatic conditions through varietal and 
seed selection and plant introduction, will 
allow a production of 100 tons per acre. 

Increased production of staple, fancy and 
extraordinary articles of diet and adaptable 
raw materials will result in the establish- 
ment of prime factories and secondary 
plans for adaptation, preparation and proc. 
essing of crops and materials in keeping 
with increased population. 

Up to the present time we have but 
acratched the surface of our potential re- 
sources. Continued development of our 
organization activities and cooperative 
methods will allow a well-balance program 
of production and manufacture to keep pace 
with anticipated increase in population. 

New lines of transportation will become 
necessary, more harbors will be needed, 
cities will grow and new centers of popn- 
lation will spring up. Other Western States 
will constitute our “back country.” Mighty 
rivers now foaming down mountain gorges 
will be harnessed for production of hydro. 
electric power to drive enormous high-speed 
monorail freight carriers toward our fac- 
tory centers and shipping points. The near 
future will witness great strides in the de- 
sign and development of electric generators 
whereby the energy now wasted in braking 
trains downhill will be utilizec to put cur- 
rent back into the transmis: :n system. 

Great deposits of coal, lo . ..ade ores, 
adaptable clays and shales, valuable nitrate 
salts. borax and soda compounds, building 
granites and concrete materials will find 
their way to valley manufacturi plants 
and tidewater concentration works and re- 
fineries, where the contents are recovered 
and processed and later transshipped on 
ocean carriers.

Since then 
several thousand dollars’ worth of this ac- 
cessory have shipped to Australia. 
The benefit of export trade is that it 
opens the markets of the world to a local 
commodity, and if there should happen to 
be a falling off of business in one country 
it usually picks up somewhere else. A 
world-wide market is insurance 
hard times.

A house-to-house canvass of the inhabitants 
taken on March 31, 1924, showed an actual 
population of 11,391, and since that date 
considerable new, thickly-settled territory 
has been added ta the city’s area, giving 
what is conservatively estimated as a popu- 
lation of 16,000. This figure, as compared 
to 3286 in 1920, is eloquent testimony of the 
growth that has taken place in this attrac- 
tive little city, just halfway between Los 
Angeles and the sea. 
Building ip Inglewood during the past 
year has wrought an almost complete trans 
formation of the business section, giving to 
Market street, one of the main thorough- 
fares in the downtown district, an appear-| 
ance today that ome year ago would have 
seemed incredible. Chief among the new

AGLE ROCK, essentially a city of homes,

Eagle Rock now claims a population of 
10,000.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


Loe Angetés as the hub and radi- 
ating im every direction like the 
epokes of a gigantic wheel, highway-im- 
prevement projects are being rushed to 
completion. During the year just .ended 
contracte running into the millions were 
awarded for widening and thickening Cali- 
fornia pavements of existing highways. to 
meet the requirements of ever-increasing 
traffic. Other large sums were spent in 
opening up new arteries of travel. 

California, and particularily Southern 
alifernia, but swells the general total each.

highway improvement being prosecuted all 
over the United States. The Golden te 
hase been well in the forefront for the past 
half-decade in contracts awarded by States. 

During last year to the north of Los An- 
nine separ@te contracts, among nu- 
merous others, were completed, not including 
the widening of the Ridge Route and the 
“daylighting” of biind curves, Widening 
work was pushed on the Mountain Springs 
grade between San Diego and El Centro on 
the Borderland Highway. 

Eastward, the highway crews put on the 
finishing touches on the trunk line through 
the Imperial Valley and thus afforded splen- 
aid added facilities to the fruit and vege- 
table trucking im that section. Already 
splendid roads are taking care of this haul- 
age and added highways are planned. 

As the initial step in the completion of 
the pavement from Los Angeles to Yuma 
the State Engineer was instructed last year 
to prepare specifications for the grading 
snd surfacing of uncompleted sections in 
the vicinity of Holtville, El Centro and 
Frawley. The plank road east of Holtville 
also is ineluded for rebuilding. 

Last year running time for ‘travel over 
the Barstow-Needles route was shortened 
several hours as a result of work accomi- 
plished by the State. 

One outstanding feature with reference to 
good roads in California is the fact that this 
State is included its entire length in the 
Pacific Highway, which is the longest single 
stretch of pavement highway in the world. 
It stretches from Vancouver to San Diego. 
crossing Washington and Oregon, and links 
three States with British Columbia.

OMONA, “The Place Where You'd Like 
to Live,” located on the eastern edge of 
Los Angeles county, thirty-three miles 
frorf the county seat, is one of the pioneer 
cities of California. Settled in the early 
days by the Spanish, it has long since 
passed from a mere settlement to a 
perous city of 22,000 population. It fs the 
center of activity for the Pomona Valley, 
which lies between the high Sierra Madre 
peaks to the north and a range of rolling 
hille on the south.

Pomona has numerous factories, many of 
which have been operating successfully for 
many years. While not known as a factory 
town, this city has always co-operated with 
reputable concerns seeking to gain a foot- 
bold in this section, with the result that a 
solid foundation has been laid for industrial 
growth. The principal ones are a deep-well- 
pump manufacturing company. skirt fac- 
tory, sweater factory, automobile accessory 
concern, which is supplying several auto-

Another $4,900,000 has lately been voted 
in Long Beach for new school buildings. A 
fine City Hall was recently completed and

$2,000,000 and a sewer program costing the 
Same amount have been ted. Fifty 
square miles of lands, where 20,000 people 
live, have lately been annexed. to Long 
Beach. There are a number of twelve-story 
height-limit buildings in Long Beach and a 
score of own-your-own apartment-houses 
have been unusually successful here. New 
railroad stations, churches, hotels, schools, 
theaters dry-goods stores and office bufld- 
ings are going up in surprising number and 


size.

Bank 
clearings for 1923 totaled $432,502.792. For 
the first six months of 1024 they totaled 
$202,683.889. There are eleven banks in 
the city and eleven branch banks, with to 
tal deposits in 1923 of $57,409,974. @ost- 
office receipts for 1923 were $473,177. There 
are twenty-five public schools with 1700 
teachers. The city ‘has sixty churches and 
ten public parks with an area of 400 acres. 
Hotel and apartment-houses can accommo- 
date 26,006 people. There are 363 indus 
trial plants in the city with a capital of 
$39,222,183 invested and a monthly pay roll 
of $1,333,281. Of! royalties accruing to the 
Long Beach school board alone are $13,000. 

Climate, having played an important part 
in the success of this city, is rated at 66 
for the mean summer temperature and 55 
for the mean winter temperature. 


Santa Monica . 


oe beautiful beach city is the oldest of 
the three towns, Venice, Ocean Park 
and Santa Monica, lying at the north end 
of Santa Monica Bay. Founded on the site 
of old Spanish land grants, Santa Monica is 
popularly known as the “Pearl of the Pa- 
cific.” The Coast Highway, now being 
completed, passes through Santa Monica. 
Seven boulevards, San Vicente, Wilshire. 
Santa Monica, National, Pico, Venice and 
Washington, all lead into Santa Monica, 
and Washington will shortly be widened to 
100 feet its entire length. The distance 
from Los Angeles to Santa Monica is eight’ 
een miles.

Ven- 
ice Villa City claims the only inland salt- 
water eanals in America. 

In 1903 Venice was as a 
city of the sixth class. It was then a waste 
of salt-water marshes and sand dunes, but 
its founder, Abbot Kinney, has in twenty 
years made this town blossom forth as one 
of the most thriving and prosperous com- 
munities in the Southland. 

There are now 25,000 t residents 
in Venice and it is estimated that 1,000,000 
persons visit this resort annually. The as- 
sessed valuation is $21,0°0,000. Venice has 
two enormous piers, one costing $3,000,000 
and the other $1,000,000. A new concern, 
the Electric Pier and Amusement Company, 
has just announced acquisition of the old 
Sunset Pier at the foot of Center street in 
Venice and plans to start work immediately 
om a twenty-acre pleasure pier. The. pur- 
chase price of Sunset Pier was reported at 
$75,000, and the new company, incorporated 
at $1,500,000, will erect a horseshoe pier 
structure with a frontage of 178 feet on the 

and extending 1200 feet into the 
ocean. Walter Clark, vice-president of the 
Biltmore Hotel Company and a consulting 
engineer on the government's Boulder Dam 
project, has been named managing director 
and consulting engineer of the pier project. 
It is estimated that the pier will be finished 
by the first of May. Already, however, this 
announcement has added new zest to busi- 
ness and real-estate transactions in Venice. 
The beaches at Venice are municipally 
owned and no private ownership will ever 
invade the miles of white sand, which are 
to be kept for the pleasure of the public. 
A fine concrete ocean-front promenade par- 
allels the ocean the length of Venice, and 
this is lined by fine hotels, apartment-houses, 
attractive shops and homes. The Venice 
Polytechnic High School cost $250,000 and 
occupies twenty acres of ground. The Ven- 
ice Dance Pavilion is said to be the world’s 
finest, and $10,000 in new decorations have 
just been completed there. One million 
electric lights will illuminate this dity at 
night. The bathing beach is considered the 
safest in Southern California. Venice is 
fourteen miles from Los Angeles, connected 
by four routes of the Pacific Electric Rail- 
way and by five concrete boulevards.

Ocean Park is more 
of a public playground than the beautiful 
residence city of Santa Monica, and its two 
monster amusement piers furnish every 
sort of unique entertainment, modern thea- 
ters, fine cafes and many concessions 
which attract throngs of pleasure seekers.

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OSPERITY in Riverside county dut- 
ing the year past is reflected in the 
$2,500,000 increase in returns from 
agricultural crops, the $2,500,000 build- 
ing total for the county seat, substantial 
growth in population, record highway con- 
struction, and a general forward-looxing de- 
velopment of business and industry. Rec- 
ords in agricultural, industrial and construc- 
tional growth stand as monuments to the 
efforts of Riverside’s pioneers, and form a 
basis for prophecies of a greater future. 


Assessed valuation of county property 
increased nearly $56,000,000, and as a re 


. gult the tax rate was reduced 22 cents. The 


population growth of 5000, while not large, 
represents hundreds of families which 
moved into the county and built homes. 
Public utilities saw record development. 


Agriculture, to which 250,000 acres of 
Riverside county’s area is devoted, and 
upon which its prosperity depends, took 
rapid strides. During the year thirty-three 
crops yielded $22,000,000, with citrus fruit 
reigning as king with a $6,000,000 yield. 
The farmers of Riverside county, especially 
those in the vicinity of Riverside and in 
the Coachella and Palo Verde valleys, have 
had a great year. 


Cotton Shows Great Cain 


greatest increase in returns from 
any one crop was that of cotton, which 
jumped during the year from $1,320,000 to 
$3,000,000. Walnuts from Riverside and 
Hemet groves it is claimed last year yielded 
the best crops, for the acreage, of all 
Southern California districts. The walnut- 
growing industry gained especial im- 
petus from the organization of a co-opera- 
tive association during the year. Grapes, 
unhampered by conditions which in many 
sections reduced the crops, yielded the best 
returns in the history of the county. De 
ciduous fruit crops, while not as good as 
fm some years, netted the growers fair re 
turns. 

Hay. second only to citrus fruit in point 
of returns, ylelded the best crop in the 
county’s history, partially due to the poor 
grain crop, much of the grain being sold as 
hay. Truck gardening gained in importance 
during the year, the Norco district develop- 
ing into an important truck gardening sec- 
tion. The date industry has grown. , A 
Southwestern Date Growers’ conference 
was held at Coachella, the first of annual 
sessions to be conducted. The dairy and 
poultry industries net $1,000,000 and $1,500, 
000, respectively, to the county each year. 

These facts give a fair idea of the growth 
of agriculture in Riverside county, in which 
a range of altitude from 11,000 feet above 
to 270 feet below sea level furnishes fa-

County's Creat Highway Program 


ERHAPS the most notable factor of the 
general development program in the 
county is its enormous highway construc-/ 
tion. Ribbons of asphalt and macadam 
have opened up new areas, hitherto almost 
inaccessible, and have increased the tour- 


tfaffic Into the county twofold. 


The completion of the Jackrabbit Trail, 
from Beaumont into Western Riverside 
county, marks the opening of a new paved 
highway for transcontinental tourists jour- 
neying to the coast. Since the opening of 
this roadway, one of California's scenic 
routes, Riverside has seen thousands of 
tourists pass ‘the city. Two hun- 
dred thousand dollars was spent on a road 
into the Nuevo district, opening up a grow- 
ing fruit The Corona-Elsinore 
Highway was completed at a cost of $20,000, 
and further work will be done there. All 
highways in the county have been worked

New Interest in Industries 


IVERSIDE’S 1924 progress, while its 

most important feature was industrial 
growth, was not confined to the establish- 
ment of new plants and industries. Build- 
‘ing permits totaled $2,500,000, one of the 
record years in the city’s history. -Road 
construction cost $400,000, by far the larg- 
est figure ever spent on street improve- 
ments in any twelvemonth since the 
city was established in 1870. 
may be seen signs of progress, new 
homes, cleaner streets, eetphavetupes. sub- 
divisions and more business houses. The 
assessed valuation increased $3,000,000. 

Seven new industrial plants were estab- 
lished in Riverside during the year, and the 
setting aside of 400 acres near Pachappa 
station, within the city limits, makes it a 
reasonable prophecy that this number will 
be doubled within «he next twelve months. 
Whitehead Brothers, poultry produce dis- 

erected a $35,000 plant, from 
which eggs and butter will be distributed 
in three States. The Blue Ribbons Groves, 
Inc., carried out a $75,000 remodeling 
program. Other packing plants established 
to care for the citrus products of the dis- 
trict were the Liewellyn A. Banks plant, 
$30,000, and the Riverside Navel Growers’ 
house, $30,000. The Riverside Walnut 
Growers’ Association erected a $7000 walnut 
house, and the Dairymen’s Feed and Sup- 
ply Company established a plant for the 
distribution of dairy supplies to all River- 
side county. The National Ice dnd Cold 
Storage Company spent $20,000 in additions 
to its plant, and the Albers Olive Company 
carried out a similar program. The Beaver 
Glass Manufacturing Company, another. ice 
plant, and a bottling works are now being 
established. 

Riverside district has three canneries, 
and all operated during the year packing 
tomatoes, peaches and apricots. 

At Seventh and Orange streets, the city’s 
civic center, a new City Hall was com- 
pleted, representing a cost of $100,000. Of

1924 figures for citrus shipments total for 
Riverside 604 cars of lemons, 3628 cars of 
navels, 708 cars of Valencias, 330 cars of 
grapefruit and 200 cars of seedlings. High- 
grove, the adjoining citrus district, shipped 
379 cars of navels, 121 cars lemons, 415 cars 
Valencias and sixty-eight cars of grapefruit. 
Poultry-raising and dairying have had a 
noteworthy increase. Important agricultural 
conferences were held ip Riverside in 1924, 
including one at which the California Cot- 
ton Growers’ Association was formed. 
Riverside’s activities have been alded by 
such organizations as the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Woman's Club, the churches, the 
Present Day Club, luncheon clubs, the Y. 
M..C. A. and other live associations. 


Corona the “Circle City” 


ORONA, long known as the largest 
lemon shipping point in the United 
States, held this title in 1924 wien it 
shipped 2660 cars of the yellow fruit. Navel 
orange shipments totaled 3528 cars and 
Valencias 410 cars. Corona’s population is 
5300. The city has a dry, healthful climate, 
lying, as it does, at the base of the Temes- 
cal Mountains at an elevation of 1200 feet.

Because these regions produce crops which 
are unustial to this section, there has been 
a great demand and prices have been hich. 
resulting in making 1924 the most prosper 
ous year of their moe age 

The Coachella Valley in 1924 produced 
and shipped 600,000 pounds of dates, %600 
boxes of citrus fruit, 96 cars of grapes, 
3000 bales of cotton, 750 carloads of 
onions and 7500 crates of tomatoes. 

Date culture in the valley hae been given 
impetus by a Southwestern Date Growers’ 
convention, held at Coachella, and by the 
continued experiments carried on by the 
United States Department of Agriculture at 
the government date gardens at Indio. The 
agricultural interests of the valley combined 
during the past year into the Coachella 
Valley farm center, a part of the Riverside 
County Farm Bureau. 

One of the greatest cotton districts in 
the West, the fertile Palo Verde Valley, 
east of the Coachella Valley, continued 
to advance during 1924.

ATER, whether for domestic or irriga- 
tion purposes, has never been a sert- 
ous problem in Orange county. A score or 
more of water companies have for years 
provided wells for the hundreds of ranchers 
that comprise their membership. Hundreds 
of wells have been sunk, these to augment 
the supply that is taken from the rivers 
and streams. Each city has looked to its 
“uture sources and the expansion of its 
equipment. With the ultimate completion 
of Boulder Dam several of the larger cities 
are laying plans to ebtain a supply of water 
from the Colorado River. Satita Ana and 
nge are discussing a joint project that 
ald bring these cities, in the eenter of 
the county, a supply from the Santa Ana 
River. Bach year the Board of Supervisors 
appropriates funds to maintain a watershed 
in the San Bernardino Mountains, where 
surplus waters are spread over a vast area 
of soll, to be fed inte proper channels dur- 
ing the simmer. A 50,000,000-gallon stor- 
age reservoir has been suggested by the 
water department of the city of Santa Ana. 
A gravity supply system is proposed under 
the plan.

Enlarged Naval Program 


URTHER important additions to the al- 
ready extensive naval establishment 
here were made during the year. 

To date the national government has ex- 
pended more than $17,500,000 for perma- 
nent shore stations around San Diego Har- 
bor. The sum of $1,200,000 is available for 
the completion of some of the principal 
units, and to carry out the complete plans 
for enlarging all of the stations, the an- 
thorities of the Eleventh Naval District, 
which has. headquarters here, have recom- 
mended improvements involving $6,000,000. 
All told, the United States gorernment has 
spent, to date, more than $20,000,000 on 
the avowed plan of the Navy Deparment 
to make this port one of the chief naval 
bases in the country. 

The naval air station on North Island is 
now the nation’s greatest training school 
for Navy aviators. This station repre- 
sents an outlay of $4,325,000. Next in line, 
in point of cost, is the United States Ma- 
rine Corps base, on the north side of the 
harbor, on which to date there has been 
expended $3,625,000, including construction 
during 1924 totaling about $500,000. Addl- 
tional construction costing more than 
$1,000,000, to complete the marine base 
group, has been recommended. 

West of the marine base and fronting on 
the harbor is the imposing group of stucco 
and tile buildings embracing the United 
States Naval Training Statione Up to the 
present there has been expended on this 
unit the sum of $3,045,000, with recommen- 
dations totaling $1,070,000 for additional 
buildings. 


United States Naval Hospital 


ANOTHER important institution is the 
United States Naval Hospital in Balboa 
Park, which represents an outlay of $1,700,- 
000. Work now in progress at the hospital 
will add $600,000 to the cost, and there is/ 
App: of more than 
$800,000 for additional buildings as they 
are needed. This hospital has been de 
signed to serve the needs of the entire 
Pacific Fieet, and when final plans have 
heen carried out there will be accommo- 
dations for 1000 patients. Indicative of the 
desire of naval authorities to hasten the 
completion of the inetitution is the fact 
that while there is an unspent appropria- 
tion of $800,000, recommendations have 
been made for additional units of the hos- 
it is estimated will cost 


The Naval Supply Depot, a six.story con- 
crete building at the foot of Broadway, was 
erected two years ago at a cost of $600,000. 
Because of the increasing demnands due to 
the steady growth of the entire naval estab- 
lishment here, recommendation has been 
made by Eleventh Naval District officials 
for an appropriation of $1,200,000 to cover 
the cost of a Navy‘*wharf, dredging and 
greater facilities for the handling of the 
vast amount of. passing through 
the depot. » 

Another big cog in the Navy machine is 
the destroyer base, at the south end of 
the bay, where vessels of the “mosquito” 
fleet are overhauled and repaired. The 
destroyer base represents an outlay of 
$1,200,000, and to make it 100 per cent ef- 
fective gistrict officials have recommended 
a further expenditure of $700,000. 

At the naval fuel depot it is proposed to 
construct a storage tank costing $200,000.

Pending authorization for the establish- 
ment of a submarine base here, the de- 
stroyer base is being used for undersea 
boats. Naval district officials will ask for 
an appropriation of $500,000 for a subma- 
rine base if San Diego is finally chosen.

The Navy Department's monthly dis-

Because of the continued concentration 
of military forces in the San Diego district, 
it was decided to-erect a big Army-Navy 
ry. M.C.A. soctal and recreational center for 
the enlisted personnel, and the building, 
a magnificent six-story structure on Lower 
Broadway, was completed and dedicated a 
few weeks ago. Citizens of San Diego 
gave $150,000 for the site, and the interna- 


$600,000 for the cost of the building. 

North Island, seat of naval air activities, 
is shared also by the Army aviation base 
known as Rockwell Field. Here, during 
the late war, bundreds of young then were 
trained for service overseas. 

Gold and copper mining attracted much 
attention during the summer, when opera- 
tions were resumed at several one-time 
productive claims which had been idle 
for more than a generation. Mention of 
such namés as the Golden Chariot, Stone 
wall, Hubbard, Ready Relief and Last 
Chance mines stirred the memories of 
older residents and brought back reeotlec 
tions of other days when these workings 
poured out a golden stream. With pres 
ent-<lay methods of getting out the ore it 
is expected that the mining industry will 
be reestablished on a more productive 
basis than formerly. 


Adequate Water Supply . 


EVELOPMENT of San Diego’s so-called 
back country has more than kept pace 
with the growth recorded in the metropoll- 


highway system, systematic exploitation of 
the seore or more of attractive inns and 
resorts in the uplands; reclamation of 
thousands of acres of productive land, and 
a water supply. both fer irrigation and do- 
mestic use, sufficient to meet the needs of 
the entire county for at least three years. 

In the Escondido Valiey, “the sunkist 
vale,” several miles finland and about thir- 
ty-five miles northeast of San Diego, the 
‘forward movement of the last few years 
continued with increased vigor. Wscondido, 
the largest inland community in’the county, 
is the center of an extensive citrus fruit 
and vineyard country, and the uniformly 
good yields of all crops contributed in 
goodly measure to the valley's prosperity. 
Completion of the peved highway between 
San Diego and Escondido, which is on the 
inland route to Riverside and Los Angeles, 
has diverted much traffic and travel by 
way of that city. Besides norma! 
acreage added during the year to the thou- 
sands upon thousands of acres now under 
prolific production, there were private land 
ventures inaugurated near . by. 


Winter Crop Production : 


EVELOPMENT of the winter vegetable 
and truck-crowing industry im San Dt 
ego county has been more rapid than that 
of any other agricultural industry during 
the past five years. Consideration of fac 
tors existing at the present time, such as 
newly irrigated lands in frostiess sections 
of the county, and the wide attention at- 
tracted to the proven adaptability of this 
county as a winter vegetable-producing 
section, gives indication of the great pos- 
sibilities and assurance of a continuation 
of rapid extension. The land devoted to 
these crope approximates 5000 acres. 
Winter or off-season vegetable growing 
is the most important division of the vege 
table and truck industry in San Diego 
county, both for present developments and 
for future poésibilities.

With the subdivision of the Santa Fe 
Ranch. tying north and east of Del Mar, 
and the building of Lake Hodges Reservoir, 
furnishing water to thousands of acres ty- 
ing in the frostless belt along the coast, 
the future development of the winter vere 
table industry f« certain. Many hundreds 
of acres under irrigation and suitable for 
winter vegetables are also located in the 
La esa-Lemon Grove district and the 
Chula Vista-COtay section. With the devel- 
opment of the Henshaw Dam, now com- 
pleted, and the furnishing of more water 
to Escondido and surrounding localities, 
it is expected that much suitable land 
will be devoted to the earlier fall vege 
tables. 

Avocados, a comparatively abe crop in 
San Diego county, are planted to about 250 
acres, with the acreage constantly increas- 
ing. The success already achieved ww ith 
avocdiios indicates that this product will 
eeueny take, high rank as a wealth pro- 

ucer. 

There are approximately 2300 bearing 
acres of apples in San Diego county.
